Friend Summer Cuts Some Bills; 
But Whats the Use? Others Run 
Higher Than When Days are Cold 


Living in the summer is con­ 
siderable cheaper than it is in the 
winter. That is, It is for those who 
do not spend the amount saved on 
actual living expenses for vacations. 
A survey of the local situation re­ 
veals several interesting facts. 
For instance, the summer water 
bill doubles, in many cases while 
the gas 
bill 
decreases half and 
sometimes two-thirds. Receipts from 
the water and gas office shows this 
to be true. The light bill is about 
the same, in some cases the change 
showing a smaller amount expend­ 
ed for lighting purposes. The gro- 
ceryman has no complaint to make. 
Although people use less groceries 


of bills paid on the first of each 
month. 
The increase in the water bill is 
due to the fact that more water is 
required for washing of cars, water­ 
ing lawns and flowers and for fit 
ling the bath tub at shorter inter­ 
vals. The average family doubles 
the water bill in the summer it is 
said. Less gas is used because no 
heat is required and that used for 
cooking purposes is also smaller. 
The average housewife manages to 
cook the greater part of the noon 
and evening meal together, thus sav­ 
ing the usual amount of heat crea­ 
ted by cooking in the evening.

A SERIOUS PROBLEM. 
A serious problem in connection with the holding of the 


disarm am ent conference in V\ ashington has occurred. It is 
baffling statesmen, worrying diplomats and may determine 
outcome of the conference. 
In tact, it may wreck the hopes 
of the world to get from under the burden of building giant 
sea fighters, 
and again some solution of the problem may be 


found in the next few days. 
For something like a million years more or less the ruling 
classes of Europe have been accustomed to partake ot the 
cup that cheers. In fact, wine and women—the wrong kind 
of women— have marked the downfall of many an actual 
or would-be ruler of the European nations. Wine has become 
such a part of French life that to do without it would prob­ 
ably wreck the dispositions of the conferees and spoil an 
otherwise harmonious assembly. 
It may be that our visitors will be allowed to bring along 
enough liquor to keep their thirst quenched, or even permitted 
to send back now and then tor an additional bottle or jug. 
Anyway, it is rather generally agreed that we must permit 
the visitors to have their morning toddy, their luncheon beer 


and their dinner wine. 
And here presents another problem. Naturally the visitors 
will be hale fellows well met. They cannot afford to sit about 
and feel the thrill of a bottle of Burgundy and see their 
American friends have lo get by on a glass of ice water. Then, 
the Americans, not being accustomed to the juice that cheers, 
may partake a bit too freely and cause too much merriment 
or too much chagrin.

many mars must yet be made. 
; I refer especially to the readjust 
meet of retail prices to declining 
wholesale prices and the readjust­ 
ment of the costa of production to 
present purchasing power.

necessary readjustments have been 
tardily started, as was to be ex 
peeled, but they are now under 
way, fortunately, and will be com­

Those 
wage-camers and salaried workers 
whose incomes were little affected 
during the last five years and who 
suffered most from inflated prices 
should be afforded an increasing 
measure of relief from now on.

buying power in the United States 
and always will be. 
And 
American 
business 
men 
must recognize the vital fact that 
one of the most Important factors 
in our prosperity henceforth will 
be our foreign trade. The extent 
to which our overseas trade Is sus­ 
tained and Increased will depend 
to a large degree upon the methods 
devised for financing it And that 
Is quite as much the concern of the 
business man, whether or not he is 
directly interested In exporting or 
Importing, us It Is of the banks. 
The only way we can preserve our 


present prosperity la adequately to 
finance our foreign commerce and 
thereby keep our Industries run­ 
ning at normal capadty, for our 
productive capacity is greater than 
the demands of our domestic mar­ 
kets. 
There Is perhaps not a very dear 
understanding by the public In gen­ 
eral of the functions and the lim­ 
itations of service of the Interna* 
tlonal banks In relation to our ex­ 
port trade. 
This Is plainly lndi* 
cated by the suggestions that are 
now made by certain uctnftrined 
critics that in som* way these 


to give safely and within the lim­ 
itations Imposed by law upon their 
operations. 
The word "safely” is 
of paramount significance. 
This 
factor of safety must receive the 
first consideration by banking offi­ 
cers if they are to be true to their 
obligations as guardians of the 
property of others. 
The funds which are the basis of 
any ald to commerce that banks 
may give are the demand deposits 
of their client* and this demand 
quality of commercial banking funds 
at once fixes very definite limits to 
the use that may be made of them. 
It positively excludes their employ­ 
ment In any large amount for 
loans of a term longer than three 
or four months. Hence the utmost 
care must be exercised to assure 
that advances made upon the basis 
of commercial transactions with 
foreign countries shall have more 
than a reasonable probability of 
liquidation within the term for 
w hich these loans are agreed upon. 
The bank first of all feels the 
shock of any stoppage to the nor 
nisi functioning of this credit sys­ 
tem. When drafts are not paid by 
foreign buyers the hank at once 
finds Itself holding an overdue and 


unpaid loan and also to burdened 
with the responsibility for col­ 
lateral which It must handle to tbi 
best possible advantage of the 
American shipper and Ie the pro­ 
tection of Its own equity lh it. 
When, 
as 
today, 
In 
markets 
throughout the world there to a 
cancellation of contracts, refusal to 
accept shipments or to pay draft* 
the Immediate result to to tie up 
banking 
funds 
la 
very 
large 
amounts and to burden the banks 
with the problems Incident to the 
care and disposal of shipments up­ 
on which funds have been ad­ 
vanced. 
How seriously this may cripple 
their ability to continue their nor­ 
mal volume of loans to their Amer­ 
ican clients should readily be rec­ 
ognized. When, In addition to can­ 
cellations and protest of draft* 
there are added to the situation 
the factors of falling prices and 
depreciated exchange it is dear 
that the difficulties confronting tbs 
banks are real enough. 
Sound business principles must 
preclude the officers of any bank 
from extending Its commitments 
unduly when such international 
trade conditions arise. They must 
keep their own house in order, and 
until these temporarily non-lfquid 
loans are brought Into liquid fo ra 
again the utmost care must be ex­ 
ercised lest the rights of the de­ 
mand depositors should be jeopard­ 
ized. A commercial bank must rec­ 
ognize its obligations to avoid if 
possible any loan transactions that 
will involve It for undetermined pe­ 
riods. 
Long-term loans are the 
affair of the investment banker 
and are not for the international 
commerdal bank to handle. 
This 
distinction should be fully compre­ 
hended by the public and when un­ 
derstood will servo to refute the 
criticisms to which I have referred. 
Many now see that the depred­ 
ated exchanges can be restored on­ 
ly through Europe’s resumption of 
normal production and exporting. 
We know that great markets for 
our own raw products are now af­ 
fected because of idle factories in 
France, Germany, Italy and else­ 
where. 
Furthermor* markets in 
South America and the Orient 
which would otherwise be absorb­ 
ing our manufactured 
products 
continuously are curtailed for the 
same reason. 
The products 
of 
those countries—wheat aud wool, 
hides and skins and metals, which 
normally are in urgent demand in 
Europe—move but slowly. 
In the South the cotton interests 
are preparing to sell their product 
abroad and to finance sales by long­ 
term loans through corporations or­ 
ganized under the new Edge Act. 
Most significant of all, however, is 
the movement to organize a one 
hundred million dollar corporation 
under the same act. This proposed 
organization is to be devoted spe­ 
c ia l ly to promoting foreign trade 
by means of long-term loans. Large 
us will be tile corporation that is 
planned, and Its resources would 
permit operations Involving one 
billion dollars in credit* It will not 
be too large for the urgent present 
demands.

(By the Associated Press) 
CHICAGO, Aug. 2.— An approp­ 
riation of $175,000 has been made 
by National

Is Late Suggestion 


(By the iMWtotd Praia) 
PARIS, Aug. 2.— An 
American 
school system will be established iu 
Albania if the recommendations of 
Bishop Edgar Blake 
of 
Chicago, 
who has just returned here from 
an 
official 
visit 
to 
Albania 
are 
adopted by the Board of Foreign 
Missions "of the Methodist Episcopal 
church. Dr. Blake is the Methodist 
Episcopal bishop for Southern Eu­ 
rope. 
“I know of no country* in Europe 
w’here the opportunities are greater 
for Christian work than In Albania," 
he said. “A country of 1.000,000 
people, intensely nationalistic and 
with great native intelligence, only 
four percent actually have attend­ 
ed schools of any kind. With an in­ 
itial expenditure of $100,000 and 
$40,000 yearly for five years won­ 
ders could be accomplished for the 
country. America is the only coun­ 
try Albania trusts. Hence her ap­ 
peal to us.** 
Bishop Blake was accompanied 
by Professor E. E. Jones, Dean of 
the school of Education of North­ 
western University and 
was 
re­ 
ceived by all the Albanian minis 
tem and regents. The latter request­ 
ed Bishop Blake to undertake the 
establishment of a college of higher 
education similar to Roberts College 
in Constantinople, 
a 
vocational 
school and an American education­ 
al advisor to be attached to the 
government. Dean Jones is remain­ 
ing in Albania all summer to sur­ 
vey the situation and bls report will 
be represented to the Autumn meet­ 
ing of the Board of Foreign Mis­ 
sions.
